REPORT ON MISSIONS 


Missions ought to be the dearest word in connection with Chris- 
tian activities, fo a child of God; for it stands for that for which 
Christ suffered.| It is cxpressed in the command given in his last 
words to his digciples on earth, when he said “Ye shall be my wit- 
nesses both in Jerusalem and in all Judea and Samaria and unto the 
uttermost part $f the earth”. In this command oyt Lord leaves out 
no part of the world and no part of the people., Hence, we Southern 
Japtists endeavpr to interpret his command in our division of the 
work of our Master, in designating the work as, “Local Missions, 
State Missions, |Home Missions and Foreign Missions.” - But as we 
at present havq no need for Local Missions we shall make report 
on State, Homel|and Foreign Missions. 


STATE MISSIONS 


Our State Mission Board last December appropriated $88,000.00 
for the work in|the state for the year 1925, believing that the Bap- 
tists of the state would honor their Lord with not less than that 
amount. This Was $50,000.00 less than was appropriated for 1924. 
Up to Sept. Ist] there had been paid into the treasury of the Board 
less than $23,00).00 of the $88,000.00, making it necessary that the 
Board make, for the first time in six years, a special appeal for 
contributions for State Missions. The appropriations made are by no 
means extravagant, or unprofitable, but are much needed and im- 
perative. In fa¢t many very important appropriations were cut out 
of our former program, viz: The Good Will Center, Meridian; The 
Evangelistic Copference, Clinton; payment of pastors’ expenses at- 
tending the mid}winter school at B. B. I., New Orleans; Payment of 
salary of Bible teacher at Jackson College (negro college), and the 
expenses of the training schools at the negro colleges at Jackson 
and Natchez; Hesides turning dawn many worthy requests from 
churches over the state, for help in supporting their: pastors and 
building church |houses.
